ERRONEOUS DESCRIPTION OF 
GRANT COMMEMORATIVES

T HE “log cabin” Presidents of 
the United States have been 
Millard Fillmore, James Bu- 
chanan, Abraham Lincoln and 
James A. Garfield. Chester A. Ar- 
thur was born in a “log house” and 
Andrew Jackson in a “log farm- 
house.” It is said Thomas Jefferson 
was probably born in a “log struc- 
ture.” “Mansion” Presidents were 
George Washington, James Madi-

the Grant commemorative coins 
consulted refers to the building 
thereon as a “log cabin.” 

As part of the celebration of the 
centennial of Grant’s birth, Con- 
gress authorized commemorative 
half dollars and gold dollars. Laura 
Gardin Fraser, who designed the 
coins, showed wide clapboards on 
the cottage appearing on the coins. 
This, plus the fence in the front,

son, William Henry Harrison, John 
Tyler, Benjamin Harrison, William 
Howard Taft, and the two Roose- 
velts. Andrew Johnson was born in 
a small cottage. “All others were 
born in ordinary frame houses.” 1 
Among the “all others” is Ulysses 
S. Grant. 

Every biographic source the au- 
thors have checked states that 
General Grant was born in a frame 
dwelling in Point Pleasant, Ohio. 
And yet, conversely, every numis- 
matic description of the reverse of 


could create the illusion of a log 
cabin at a casual glance. If one has 
seen the log cabin in which Abra- 
ham Lincoln was born or an illus- 
tration of it, he could discern a 
similarity in the Grant house, 
dwarfed as it is by the trees. 

Early descriptive comments on 
the coins such as that of the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury Andrew Mellon 
who referred to the reverse as “a 
sketch of the historic log cabin in 
which he (Grant) was born,” 2 set 
the pattern. Descriptions from then

on followed suit. David M. Bul- 
lowa, 8 John F. Jones, 4 Willis J. Mc-

mismatic publications invariably 
called the dwelling a “log cabin.” 

The collapse of the Confederacy 
in 1865 and the growing probability 
that the General would be a Presi- 
dential candidate increased curios- 


ity as to his personal life. Harper's 
Weekly pictured his birthplace in a 
line drawing based on a photograph 
taken by James Goodwin of Fort 
Wayne, Ind. The magazine com- 
mented that “The house in which 
the distinguished General was born 
has undergone no changes, with the 
exception of a new roof. The weath- 
erboarding gives evidence of the 
age in the numerous crevices which 
are apparent in our illustration.” 6

The next year, 1866, Rev. P. C. 
Headley wrote “In this new home 
by the Ohio a son was born, April 
27, 1822. The humble dwelling is 
still standing. Writes the original 
owner: ‘It is a small one-story frame 
cottage. It was not worth more 
than two or three hundred dollars 
before the war. But every victory 
gained by the general, or a promo- 
tion, adds, in the owner's estimate, 
another hundred dollars to the price 
of the cottage.’ ” 10 
Another contemporary account 
says “The young couple (Jesse and 
Hannah Grant) began housekeep- 
ing in a little frame dwelling, a 
hundred yards from the Ohio River. 
. . . Here, on the twenty-seventh 
day of April, 1822, the future Gen- 
eral was born. Our title page repro- 
duces faithfully a capital photo- 
graph of the home in which he first 
saw the light, with the physician, 
who introduced him into this breath- 
ing world, standing in the gateway. 
The dwe lling, still substantially un-

changed, is now visited by many 
curious and patriotic pilgrims. The 
two trees yet standing in front were 
planted by the hand of Jesse 
Grant.” 11 

Jesse and Hannah Grant “went 
to live in the one-story frame house 
which Jesse had rented from Lee

frame building, sixteen by nineteen 
and one-half feet in size, its roof 
steep, its exterior boarded in Alle- 


gheny pine, a large chimney rising 
at the north end. A spacious fire- 
place in which Hannah cooked 
dominated the living room; the bed- 
room at the south was tiny.” 12 

And so it went as other Grant 
biographies were examined — de- 
scriptions of the home in which 
Ulysses S. Grant was born were the 
same — an “ordinary frame house.” 13 
Once more history applied to numis- 
matics brings truth to erase a mis- 
take that has persisted for many 
years.

H. T. Chittenden and taken to Columbus, Ohio, for the centennial of Ohio pioneers 
In the following decade the building was on tour after which it was returned 
to Columbus for another forty years. In 1936 the building was returned to Point 
Pleasant under the auspices of the Ohio Historical Society and restored to its 
1822 condition through the efforts of Judge Hugh L. Nichois. Clapboards of the 
proper specifications were placed over the long exposed timbers and a fence 
similar to the one seen in old engravings was built around it.

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To alleviate the pangs of mediocrity , enter a new 
field of coin collecting 

YOU HAVE ROMAN BLOOD IN YOUR VEINS!

T HIS is an evangelistic appeal 
to general collectors that they 
may see the Great Light and 
shortly be converted to the gospel of 
Ancient Numismatics. And, if you 
believe that blood is thicker than 
water, the assertion that you prob- 
ably have Roman blood in your 
veins should be a clinching argu- 
ment. While this cannot be guar- 
anteed in each and every case, the 
general thesis is not difficult to 
prove. 

If your ancestors came from 
Central Europe, your family tree, 
go you back far enough, most likely 
will be found to evidence some old 
Roman branches or roots emanat- 
ing from the ubiquitous Roman 
occupation and colonization of an- 
cient times. If your ancestors hailed 
from Italy they came from the very 
heart of the Roman Empire. Or, 
if you are of French descent, re- 
member that France is the Gaul 
that Julius Caesar conquered for 
Rome. Many of us are of English 
extraction, and since Britain was 
occupied by the Romans for some 
400 years the blood strain can 
hardly be doubted. 

The old Romans were great colo- 
nizers; their armies, officers, mer- 
chants and others traveled to and 
settled in all parts of the great 
Latin territory, intermarried with 
the native peoples — and there you 
are! From this extensive coloniza- 
tion came much of the civilized 
population of Europe as we have 
it today. The Latin language, some- 
what altered in appearance and 
pronunciation, has become French, 
Italian, Spanish, Portugese, Rou- 
manian, not to speak of our own 
English which is some 70% derived 
from the Latin. 

This Roman colonization was no 
haphazard affair but a deliberate, 


well advised procedure designed to 
extend the empire and to Romanize 
the conquered peoples. After Rome 
had successfully waged war, and 
this was ofttimes their chief occu- 
pation, a part of the conquered 
territory was turned over to some 
of the poorer Roman citizens who 
were thus induced to leave Rome 
and become colonists. This was the 
Civil Colonization. Such procedure 
served a dual purpose; it provided 
a needed outlet for Rome’s over- 
population, and it implanted Roman 
customs in the colony. These colo- 
nists founded new towns or im- 
proved old ones and did whatever 
was necessary to carry on the old 
traditions. A fairly common coin 
shows a founder or colonist plowing 
out the boundaries of a new colony. 

There was also a well developed 
Military Colonization in all parts 
of the Empire. A soldier’s pay was 
never large but this extensive colo- 
nization enabled him to look for- 
ward to some piece of land on which 
he could establish himself. Scipio 
followed this procedure after the 
Second Punic War but the idea did 
not become an accepted practice 
until the time of Pompey, Caesar 
and Augustus. As a special induce- 
ment, Roman soldiers were some- 
times offered a promotion in rank 
if they would leave the capital and 
plant themselves in the colonies. 

This colonization quickly took 
root and the provincial cities soon 
became small models of the parent 
city of Rome. Often they boasted 
of an arena or amphitheater mod- 
eled after the great Colosseum in 
Rome, built about A. D. 70. A rare 
sestertius struck by the Emperor 
Titus depicts this famous arena. 
Today one can easily visit both the 
Colosseum and some of these pro- 
vincial arenas at Nimes and Arles 
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in France and in many other old 
Roman cities. Roman and Greek 
theaters are to be found in various 
places such as Taormina and Syra- 
cuse in Sicily. 

From a modest and inexpensive 
collection of Roman coins with 
their informative reverse designs, 
one can learn much about how the 
people lived and their habits. Cou- 
pled with well preserved remains 
in Pompeii and elsewhere, a clear 
picture of First Century existence 
is presented. It is surprising to find 
that, aside from electricity and a 
few other modern improvements, 
they lived much as we do. There 
was, for example, hot air heating, 
running water, in some cases even 
elevators. Their houses, temples 
and courts were much like our own. 

There were, of course, some dif- 
ferences. For examples, in place of 
watching television killer-programs, 
the Roman did much better. He 
watched a few gladiators do away 
with each other, or perhaps a few 
luckless Christians were thrown to 
discriminating lions. It may be 
added that should similar perform- 
ances be scheduled in today’s world, 
you and I, with our old Roman 
blood, would be there in person. 

Roman coins were struck in many 
different mint cities located in vari- 
ous parts of the Empire from Eng- 
land to Africa and from Spain to 
Asia Minor. Sometimes the mint 
name or abbreviation is given; in 
other cases the mintage is deter- 
mined by style. The old Romans 
were literally everywhere so that 
your chances of escaping this blood 
strain are not too good. It may 
well be that one of your ancestors 
helped carry the war chest of the 
Emperor Allectus in England in 
A. D. 293-296. Going back still far- 
ther, perhaps some of them were 
with Julius Caesar when he invaded 
Britain about B. C. 55. These are 
intriguing thoughts and by no 
means beyond the realm of possi- 
bility. 

You may or may not wish to ac- 
quire a large collection of Roman 
coins but you should at least add 
to your cabinet a few pieces struck 
by these, your ancestors. The coins 


of Julius Caesar, although not too 
plentiful if you demand his portrait, 
are by no means museum pieces; 
you will likely pay much less than 
for certain U. S. coins which have 
little or no history connected with 
their issue. This same period pro- 
duced other famous Romans whose 
portrait coins may be obtained - 
Pompey, Antony, even Queen Cleo- 
patra herself. Or perhaps you 
would like to possess coins of Bru- 
tus, Cassius, Casca, Decimus Bru- 
tus, numbered among Caesar’s mur- 
derers. The coins of Augustus and 
Tiberius, emperors during the time 
of Christ, are most interesting. 

Augustus, the first emperor, 29 
B. C.-14 A. D., struck many coins 
some of which are fairly common 
and inexpensive. The mere fact 
that he governed Rome for some 
40 years is a record in itself. The 
next hundred-odd years saw the 
Empire steadily pushing ahead, 
reaching its geographical limits in 
the time of Trajan, 98-117 A. D. His 
reign, together with that of Nerva, 
Hadrian, Antoninus Pius and Mar- 
cus Aurelius, the Five Good Em- 
perors, gave Rome a prosperous 
period of 84 years. Their coins are 
not uncommon and are both beau- 
tiful and of historic interest. The 
coins of Vespasian and his son 
Titus, the conquerors of Judaea, 
69-81 A. D., are likewise commended 
to your attention. Nor should you 
miss the nefarious Emperor Nero, 
54-68, A. D. in whose reign St. Paul 
was tried. Incidentally, some of the 
most artistic coins were struck in 
his reign. 

If your suppositious ancestors 
lived after this period they may 
have seen the Empire slowly but 
surely disintegrating. Besides some 
50 legitimate emperors, many usurp- 
ers, arose in various parts of the 
land. Most of the reigns, legitimate 
and otherwise, were short, for the 
accepted modus operand i of becom- 
ing an emperor was to murder your 
predecessors. Some of them should 
have been murdered. 

Among the lowest priced Roman 
coins are the small bronze pieces 
put out by Constantine the Great, 
308-337 A. D. and his sons. Known

as the first Christian emperor, 
neither his coins nor his life evi- 
dence much real Christianity. At 
least the new religion was duly 
recognized during his reign, and in 
this period the capital was moved 
to Constantinople where many of 
the coins were minted. 

However thin and watery your 
drop of Roman blood may be, or 
even be it nonexistent, you are still 
touched at all points by Roman 
culture, laws, customs and proce- 
dures. Rome’s governing body was 
a senate, not too different, funda- 
mentally, from our own. Much of 
our law comes to us from Rome 
by way of England; lawyers still 
like to talk about habeas corpus, 
corpus delicti, and what not. The 
doctors are even more mysterious 
and usually disguise your prescrip- 
tion with Latin words. It is, indeed, 
a hopeless task to try to escape our 
Roman heritage. 

If you enjoy art or architecture, 
there is much of it to be found 
depicted on ancient coins; many of 
the coins are, in themselves, superb 
works of art. Many famous Roman 
buildings are pictured: the Circus 
Maximus, Trajan’s Column, Nero’s 
Triumphal Arch and Temple of 
Janus, are among the subjects nu- 
mismatically shown. Court houses, 
light houses, monuments, bridges 
and altars are likewise pictured. 
Some of these structures are still 
standing, more or less intact. If 


you are concerned with pagan 
deities you may obtain Roman coins 
depicting the Twelve Great Gods, 
and any number of lesser gods and 
personified virtues. Or, you may 
amass a collection of coins men- 
tioned in the Bible, including the 
famous Tribute penny or denarius 
of the Emperor Tiberius, 14-37 A. D. 

You need not worry overmuch 
concerning your ignorance about 
ancient history. So intriguing are 
these coins that, after obtaining 
your first pieces, you will find your- 
self curious enough about some 
period or emperor to look up the 
matter in an encyclopedia or his- 
tory. By now the Romans are pretty 
thoroughly written up, often in an 
easy, readable style. Try, for ex- 
ample, old Suetonius, a shocking 
scandal monger not to be outdone 
by any modern best sellers. “I, 
Claudius,” by Robert Graves, semi- 
fictional but fairly authentic, is a 
lively account of that emperor’s 
reign, 41-54 A. D. So you see that 
no excuse exists for evading this 
phase of numismatics. 

Have your blue blood microscopi- 
cally examined by a numismatically 
trained expert and if there is even 
a suggestion, or a scintilla of evi- 
dence that Roman blood is in your 
veins, make the most of it and enter 
this interesting field. It is guaran- 
teed to reduce your blood pressure, 
inflate your ego, and alleviate the 
pangs of mediocrity. 


Nigeria’s Central Bank and Currency — At the opening of the Central 
Bank Building in Lagos on July 1, the date on which the issue of national 
Nigerian currency also began, the Federal Minister of Finance stated that 
Nigerian currency would in the initial stages be backed one hundred per cent 
by sterling reserves. The Central Bank Ordinance requires that in the first 
five years of its operations sterling reserves shall be equal to at least sixty 
per cent of the notes and coin in circulation. 


Coins in greatest demand in fiscal 1958 were one cent pieces and dimes, the 
two accounting for 85% of the denominations issued for circulation. Others, in 
descending order, were the five cent pieces (8.1%), quarters (5.2%), half dollars 
(1.3%) and silver dollars (0.7%). (The one cent pieces totaled 72% and the 
dimes 12.7%.)

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Book Review 

“The Secret of the Good Samaritan Shilling: — Supplemented with 
Notes on Other Genuine and Counterfeit Massachusetts Silver Coins” (1959) 
by Eric P. Newman of St. Louis, Mo. Published by the American Numis- 
matic Society, Broadway at 156tli St., New York 32, N. Y. Numismatic Notes 
& Monographs No. 142, ix + 71 pp. + IX plates, paper bound. 


Eric Newman has documented 
another of his scholarly numismatic 
research projects in depth. Again 
he has patiently investigated enough 
leads to satisfy a mystery-story ad- 
dict. It turns out that there are 
only two specimens of the Massa- 
chusetts Good Samaritan silver 
shilling of 1652, and they differ from 
each other. The Earl of Pembroke 
specimen, known since about 1700, 
has been in the British Museum 
since 1848. Bushnell imported the 
Parmalee- Ryder -Boyd piece from 
England in 1858. 

If only these two specimens exist, 
how can it be worth anyone’s time 
to read eighty pages or so about 
them? Simply because the origin 
of these pieces has been a well- 
publicized numismatic mystery for 
over two hundred years. Are they 
genuine coins struck along with 
Pine Tree shillings at the first mint 
in the British-American colonies? 
Or are they spurious fabrications? 
An English collector wrote to Boston 
for a Good Samaritan shilling in 
1767, but none could be found. How- 
ever, specimens were actually illus- 
trated in English books, namely the 
Pembroke Collection (1746), Folkes 
(1763), Snelling (1769), and Ruding 
(1817); and also in American books 
by Felt (1839), Dickeson (1859), 
Crosby (1873), Evans (1885), Ray- 
mond (1935, etc.), and Yeoman 
(1946, etc.). Many authors expressed 
strongly-held beliefs as to the au- 
thenticity or spuriousness of the 
Good Samaritan shilling, but no one 
bothered to get the facts until New- 
man performed his research. After 
two hundred years, the trail was 
pretty cold. However, when a St. 
Louis librarian helped to open the 
door to the real meaning of FAC 
SIMILE and after Newman had per- 


sonally inspected and studied both 
Good Samaritan shillings, the ele- 
ments of the puzzle started to fall 
into place. 

The monograph is eminently read- 
able, the plates are excellent and the 
index is comprehensive. The publi- 
cation supplements Crosby on this 
subject and adds many genuine and 
counterfeit varieties to Sydney P. 
Noe’s three A.N.S. monographs cov- 
ering the New England, Willow, Oak 
and Pine Tree silver coinage. 

The author cites and quotes solid, 
old-fashioned references, with which 
more of us should be familiar. 
Examples: Burn’s London Trades- 
men's Tokens (1855), Hawkins’s The 
Silver Coins of England (1841), 
Hickox’s An Historical Account of 
American Coinage (1858), Frossard’s 
Numisma magazine (1883), Atti- 
nelli’s Numisgraphics (1876) and a 
multitude of others. 

Newman is one of those fortunate 
few who knows how to get the ulti- 
mate satisfaction from coin collect- 
ing. He not only enjoys the coins 
themselves and gets great pleasure 
in finding the whys and wherefores 
of their history; but also, fortunately 
for all of us, he “travels the second 
mile” to share the story widely by 
publication. There are many among 
readers of The Numismatist who 
could achieve the same degree of 
satisfaction. American numismatics 
is full of myths and hence it is wide 
open for much-needed research and 
publication, directly from source 
material. 

By the way, were the Good Sa- 
maritan shillings true coin or spuri- 
ous? Telling you would be like 
prematurely disclosing the outcome 
of a good detective story. You’d 
better read the monograph. It will 
be rewarding. - R. H. Williamson

The Michael Powills Coin 
Collection Stolen 

While Michael Powills was en route 
from Portland, Ore., to the Canadian 
Numismatic Association convention, 
his home at 9645 S. Leavitt St., Chi- 
cago, 111. was burglarized and most 
of his extensive coin collection taken. 
Mrs. Powills, who did not accompany 
her husband, was away from home for 
a short time during mid afternoon of 
the day the theft occurred. Upon re- 
turning home she found the burglars, 
evidently knowing exactly what they 
were looking for, had made a sham- 
bles of the house in their thorough 
search for the coins. Fortunately, an 
excellent numismatic library was un- 
touched.

dimes. A high percentage of the 
Powills collection was in the finest 
condition.

Comment on Matelis Article 

Dear Editor: 

In V. L. G. Matelis’s article on Lin- 
coln themes and National Coin Week 
( Numismatist , August issue), he men- 
tions that possibly the earliest use of 


Lincoln’s portrait on notes was the 
$1 Bank of Commerce of Georgetown, 
D. C. note which bears a patent date 
of April 23, 1860. This date, which 
he probably misconstrued refers to 
National Bank Note Company’s 
border and denomination designs used 
to prevent counterfeiting. 

The note as described by D. C. 
Wismer bears the following: “Will 
be paid in United States Demand 
Notes when five dollars are pre- 
sented.” Therefore, the note could 
not have been patented or issued 
prior to the Act of July 17, 1861, 
which authorized the first of the 
United States demand notes of 1861. 
Lincoln was nominated as a candidate 
on May 18, 1860, so it is doubtful that 
a District of Columbia bank would 
have considered him important 
enough to use his likeness prior to 
that date.

In Congress 

A bill (S. 2099), calling for the Treasury Dept, to manufacture and sell 
to the West Virginia Centennial Commission not more than 200,000 silver 
medals to commemorate West Virginia’s hundredth year of statehood be- 
came Public Law 86-184 on August 24. (See story in Notes & Queries, this 
issue of The Numismatist.) 

S. 2431. Asks for the striking of not more than 20,000 medals of either 
silver or bronze or both in commemoration of the centennial of Kansas 
statehood. It was introduced by Senators Andrew F. Schoeppel and Frank 
Carlson July 23, was reported out of committee August 24 and passed the 
Senate September 9. 

S. 2454. Provides for the striking of not more than 500,000 medals with 
suitable devices, emblems, etc., to commemorate the hundredth anniversary 
of the founding of the Pony Express in 1860 and 1861. None is to be struck 
after December 31, 1961. The National Pony Express Centennial Associ- 
ation will be the distributor of the medals, which are to be considered 
national medals. The bill was introduced by Senator Wallace F. Bennett 
and others July 28, reported favorably by the Senate Committee on Bank- 
ing and Currency August 24 and passed the Senate September 9.

on January 1, 1959, including a very limited number of brilliant proofs. 

The design submitted is a close replica, with slight variations, of the 
first attempted coinage which bore the arms of the republic in the “Ten 
Years' War, 1868-78”: The patterns of 1870. The suggested peso bears on 
the reverse, within the wreath, the motto which has been made official by 
the Revolutionary government to commemorate the event: AfrO DE LA 
LIBERACI6N (Year of the Liberation).

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PROCEEDINGS OF THE ANNUAL CONVENTION 

OF THE 

AMERICAN NUMISMATIC ASSOCIATION 


The first business session of the 68th annual convention was called 
to order at 9:30 a.m. in the Multnomah Hotel, Portland, Oregon, on 
August 27, 1959, with President Oscar H. Dodson in the chair. 

The invocation was given by Rev. R. A’Court Simmonds. 

The President introduced the General Chairman, William N. Worth, 
who extended cordial greetings and expressed the hope that all those 
present would have a pleasant and satisfying convention. He praised the 
efforts of his committees and made some announcements of special events 
and facilities. 

The General Chairman introduced the Hon. Howell Appling, Jr., 
Secretary of the State of Oregon, who delivered the Address of Welcome. 

The President called for a brief period of silent prayer in tribute to 
the memory of members deceased during the year. 

First Vice President Glenn B. Smedley assumed the chair and invited 
the President to present his annual report. 

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE PRESIDENT 

GENERAL 

The American Numismatic Association has just completed the most suc- 
cessful year in its long history. Total applications for membership were 
2,725 — a new record. Our income was in excess of $142,000, expenses were 
$124,000, leaving a surplus of $18,000. This fiscal record is also better than 
for any previous year in our history. 

The credit for our flourishing membership and our strong financial posi- 
tion falls mainly on three members, all towers of strength, our general secre- 
tary, Mr. Lewis M. Reagan, our editor, Mr. Elston Bradfield, and the newest 
member of our professional staff, our advertising manager, Mr. S. W. Freeman. 
Much of their work is routine, some of it borders on sheer drudgery. For their 
time given to the A.N.A., and for their overtime, they are underpaid; yet in 
devotion and loyalty they have never failed to do their job, and to do it 
superbly. 

With a rapidly expanding membership, the association must not overlook 
its responsibility to thousands of our new members. They must be encour- 
aged to join local clubs, to attend regional and national conventions, to use 
the extensive and rewarding facilities of our library, but, above all, they 
should be stimulated to a high degree of curiosity about their own coins, in 
order to hold their interest and to insure their advance from mere accumu- 
lators to informed collectors. 

THE LATE BURTON SAXTON 

This convention is the first one in more than ten years in which our 
former advertising manager, the late Burton Saxton, is not present to make 
important contributions. We are grateful for his devoted service and we shall 
miss his presence and counsel. 

THE AMERICAN NUMISMATIC SOCIETY 

We are indebted to our sister organization, the American Numismatic 
Society of New York City for their participation in our A.N.A. conventions. 
Here at Portland, the society has placed on exhibition their fascinating display 
of coins of the century. This exhibit along with recent publications of the 
society is attracting widespread interest. 
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INTERNATIONAL CO-OPERATION 

The world in which we live is divided into two armed camps. To students 
of history this is a dangerously familiar situation. The capacity for destruc- 
tion is such that neither side really wants war. To ease the tensions in this 
world of ideological conflict a program was conceived by President Eisenhower 
in the firm belief that expanded relationships between Americans and the 
peoples of other nations would go far toward building better international 
understanding and security through peace. President Eisenhower appealed to 
all national American organizations to aid in this program. I am proud to 
state that the A.N.A. has strongly supported the President’s people-to-people 
program. In co-operation with this campaign, and in furtherance of the U. S. 
state department’s cultural exchange program, your president in June visited 
numismatic societies in central Europe and the U.S.S.R. An informal report 
of this visit with emphasis on experiences in the Soviet Union will be made 
as part of this convention’s educational program on Thursday night. 

Another project under the people-to-people program is the current cam- 
paign for numismatic book donations for a library to be presented to the 
numismatic and antiquarian society of the Philippine Islands to replace their 
library which was lost during the destruction of Manila in World War Two. 

Last year a campaign was successfully carried through to raise funds to 
bring a prominent foreign numismatist to our A.N.A. convention. An invi- 
tation was extended but he was unable to accept. The funds raised for this 
purpose are intact pending a future invitation. It is expected that we will 
have a leading European numismatist as our guest at the Boston convention 
next summer. 


THE A.N.A. OFFICIAL FAMILY 

This report would be grossly incomplete without a tribute to those 
members of our official family, the elected and appointed officers, who have 
faithfully and ably served the A.N.A., giving freely of their time without 
compensation, or in some instances for a modest allowance. As most of you 
are aware, our board members and other officers are expected to attend 
national conventions. Allowance is made for railroad or plane fare and $10.00 
per day during the convention. These officers receive no other compensation. 
At conventions, they must devote most of their time to A.N.A. affairs, includ- 
ing three executive board meetings, each meeting usually lasting three to four 
hours. They must forego the pleasant sight-seeing trips and social activities 
to concentrate on resolving the multitude of problems which arise each year. 
In addition, throughout the year they are frequently called upon for recom- 
mendations, research, committee reports, and other obligations which are 
time consuming, but which are also essential if the membership is to receive 
the numismatic service which you have a right to expect. Each of the officers 
serving with me has made a valuable contribution to the A.N.A. and the 
advancement of numismatics. 


COMPLAINTS 

The A.N.A. continues to receive a large number of complaints. Many of 
these are merely petty disputes betwen members and dealer members. In 
order to reduce these complaints and misunderstandings to a minimum, the 
association attempts to maintain the highest standards of advertising in The 
Numismatist , rejecting any offered advertisement which appears to be unre- 
liable, misleading, or unethical. However, our association is limited in the 
action which it may take in regard to many complaints. The association 
cannot act as a collection agency; it cannot arbitrate disputes on coin grad- 
ing* it cannot act as police officer, postal inspector, nor as judge or jury. 
Within the realm of our limited authority we will continue efforts to resolve 
justified complaints; but please keep in mind that the A.N.A. cannot supervise, 
regulate, or control the coin business, nor would it be desirable for us to 
attempt to do so. 


THE A.N.A. OF THE FUTURE 

What kind of a tomorrow would you like to have? What kind of an 
organization would you prefer to see the A.N.A. become in the years ahead? 
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With our 17,000 members residing not only in the United States, but also 
in sixty nations abroad, we are truly an international organization. Yet we 
are trying to administer our vastly expanded association on a rattle trap 
model “T” structure. It is kept from bogging down only through the experi- 
ence and zeal of our professional staff. 

To streamline and modernize our organization we must seriously consider 
many plans. We need a building fund and plans for a future national head- 
quarters to bring together under one roof our scattered offices: each year we 
lose collections which would have been donated to the A.N.A. if we possessed 
a museum with provision for exhibition and security: we require renewal and 
modification of our federal charter: we must develop more effective methods 
of pleading our cause in Washington, D. C., for example, on gold certificates 
and gold bars and legislation to outlaw altering mintmarks and dates; we 
should devise methods of warning our new members against sharp practices 
by a few. 

Most of these are long range plans. They are under study; some of them 
should be firm in the near future. However, action will be taken only after 
careful study and full approval of our executive board. Our board members 
realize, of course, the desirability and obligation of keeping the membership 
fully informed. 

Since this is an election year, the decision as to whether these future plans 
will be carried out by the present administration, or by new leadership, rests, 
as it should, upon our members. This is your association. It belongs to every 
one of you, and I hope that each of you will take a personal interest in plans 
for the future progress of the A.N.A. 

CONCLUSION 

The annual reports of our officers reflect a steady growth and a sound 
financial condition, but only through a vigorous and enlightened membership 
will we insure continued progress. 

It was moved and carried that the Report of the President be accepted 
with thanks and that recommendations contained therein be referred to 
appropriate committees. 

The President resumed the chair. 

The President announced the appointment of the various committees, 
whose names follow their respective reports. 

The President called for the report of the Credentials Committee. 


REPORT OF THE CREDENTIALS COMMITTEE 

The Committee has inspected the official register and finds that there is 
more than the minimum number of members registered to constitute a 
quorum. The Committee therefore declares that this assembly is empowered 
to transact such business as may come before the convention.

The President presented the report of the Auditor and it was moved and 
carried that it be referred to the Auditing Committee. 


REPORT OF CERTIFIED PUBLIC ACCOUNTANTS 

The Executive Board, American Numismatic Association : 

We have examined the accompanying statement of cash, investments and 
deposits of American Numismatic Association at June 30, 1959 and the re- 
lated statement of cash receipts and disbursements for the year then ended. 

The accounting records of American Numismatic Association are main- 
tained and the statements mentioned above are prepared on a basis of cash 
receipts and cash disbursements; therefore, amounts receivable for member- 
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ship dues, advertising and other income are not recorded in the accounts 
until payment is received and, similarly, liabilities for expense and capital 
items are not recorded in the accounts until payment is made. Also, it is the 
policy of the Association that capital expenditures, e.g., equipment and addi- 
tions to the coin collection, are not recorded as assets. 

Our examination, the scope of which is outlined below, was made in 
accordance with generally accepted auditing standards, and accordingly in- 
cluded such tests of the accounting records and such other procedures as we 
considered necessary in the circumstances. 

SCOPE OF EXAMINATION 

Our examination of the cash transactions included the following: 

(1) Cash balances in banks as confirmed directly to us by depositaries were 
reconciled with amounts shown in the accounting records of the Associ- 
ation. Cash on hand was counted. 

(2) Receipts recorded in the accounting records were traced to deposits on the 
bank statements. Receipts for membership dues were tested in total by 
comparing recorded receipts for the year with an estimate of such receipts 
determined by reference to the membership roster. Advertising receipts 
were tested by comparing recorded receipts with amounts computed by 
reference to advertisements appearing in The Numismatist and with pub- 
lished advertising rates. Amounts shown in memorandum records as 
unpaid for advertising were tested by correspondence with selected adver- 
tisers. Subscription receipts were tested by tracing individual receipts to 
subscription expiration cards. Net proceeds from the 1958 convention were 
traced to the report submitted by the Convention Committe. 

(3) Tests were made of cash disbursements by reference to vouchers and other 
supporting data. Canceled checks returned by the banks were examined 
and compared with the cash disbursement records. 

U. S. government savings bonds were inspected by us. Transactions for 
the year were analyzed and traced to related entries on the bank statements. 
Interest receivable during the year on government bonds was computed and 
traced to deposits shown on the bank statements. 

Deposits with Trans World Airlines, Inc. and U. S. Post Office Department 
were confirmed by direct correspondence. 

OPINION OF CERTIFIED PUBLIC ACCOUNTANTS 
Based on our examination, as previously outlined under the caption 
“Scope of Examination", in our opinion the accompanying statements present 
fairly the cash, investments and deposits of American Numismatic Association 
at June 30, 1959 and the cash receipts and disbursements for the year then 
ended and are prepared on a basis consistent with that of the preceding year.

REPORT OF THE SECOND VICE PRESIDENT 

I am happy to have this opportunity of thanking the A.N.A. Club Repre- 
sentatives, the local clubs, the regional societies and their respective secre- 
taries, who have made my work so pleasant and so rewarding during the 
past year. 

This office has published the A.N.A. Officers Bulletin, Volume VIII, during 
the year, and copies were mailed to all Club Representatives. Extra copies are 
available to any member who desires them. 

We received more reports from local clubs this year than in any previous 
year. These were condensed so as to bring out new ideas for club meetings 
and club procedures, and were published in the Bulletin, Vol. VIII, No. 3. 

There was a significant increase in the number of inquiries received with 
regard to the procedure for organizing new clubs and more than 100 new clubs 
were organized during the year. Special Bulletin, Vol. VII, No. 4, published 
in July, 1958, contains this information and was sent to those making inquiry 
on how to organize a new club. In addition to the Bulletin, a letter was pre- 
pared which included other pertinent data. We have helped many new clubs 
to come into existence and a continued correspondence has been conducted 
with many of them. 

Our Bulletin Vol. VIII, No. 1, includes a report of the meeting of Club 
Representatives last year in Los Angeles, and a report of the meeting to be 
held tomorrow will be included in the Bulletin to be issued in the near future. 

Many clubs are still without an officially-appointed representative and 
some clubs have not yet affiliated with the A.N.A. Invitations to those clubs 
will be sent to recommend or nominate a representative, and to join the 
Association if they have not yet done so. 

New appointments and reappointments of all club representatives will 
be made following this convention and identification cards will be sent with 
the next issue of the Bulletin. 

This office is glad to assist any local club or any group which desires to 
form a local club.

EDITOR S REPORT 

In the fiscal year closed June 30, The Numismatist passed the 20,000 mark 
in circulation with a readership distributed over some sixty countries. Each 
issue was of 128 pages except for a commemorative number. This was the 
Theodore Roosevelt centennial special of November, 1958, 160 pages, wherein 
coins, paper money, tokens and medals associated with him were described, 
illustrated and listed as a unit for the first time. The December, 1958, 
Numismatist, contained a supplemental listing, description and illustrations 
of Lafayette tokens, medals, etc. 

The heart attack of Burton H. Saxton, our Advertising Manager for fif- 
teen years, suffered at the Los Angeles convention followed by his death a 
month later saddened his countless friends throughout the numismatic world. 
The Editor and his wife were close personal friends of Burton and felt his 
passing most keenly. Burton was a vigorous exponent of the educational, 
historical, artistic and scientific sides of numismatics and gave little thought 
to profit in his own personal coin collecting activities. His lack of coin profit 
motive did not affect his relationship with coin dealers, with whom he was 
most cordial and friendly. This resulted in a constant and steady increase of 
advertising revenues year after year. He was especially pleased when he 
passed the $40,000 “barrier” in the fiscal year ending June 30, 1958. 
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The Association was most fortunate in obtaining the services of a man 
with both experience and ability to succeed Burton Saxton. The A.N.A. 
Executive Board appointed S. W. Freeman, Newport, Ark., as Assistant Adver- 
tising Manager on the day after Burton’s heart attack, and as Adver- 
tising Manager upon his death. Freeman immediately came to grips with the 
realities of his position, performing the duties of his office most competently 
and efficiently. Close cooperation and friendly consultation between the new 
Advertising Manager and the Editor continues as it did before. 

Those of us concerned with The Numismatist are always alert to methods 
to improve the magazine. Although many of these changes may be so minor 
as to escape the notice of many readers, their total contribute to an over-all 
improvement. One of the major problems, that of shortening the lag between 
both editorial and advertising deadlines and the date the magazine is off the 
press and in the mail, is peculiar to organization publications in which editor, 
advertising manager, printer, etc., are widely separated geographically. After 
long consideration and consultation between the Advertising Manager, the 
Editor and the printer, a solution seems to have been reached that should 
shorten the lag by a week or ten days. (For the record, the September issue 
was placed in the mails August 26 and should be in the hands of many of its 
readers by September 1, instead of the usual September 8 or 10.) 

Older A.N.A. members are familiar with the fifty-year index to The 
Numismatist which covers the period 1888-1938. The lack of a later index has 
handicapped students in numismatic research, although an annual index has 
been a part of the December number of recent years. A few years ago our 
former Librarian, Mrs. D. Dee DeNise, was appointed to prepare a supplemental 
index. This index, spanning the period 1939 through 1958, is now off the press 
and available from the A.N.A. Librarian at $1.00 a copy. The fifty-year index 
is out of print but occasionally appears on dealers’ price lists or at auctions. 

Members of the American Numismatic Association should be grateful, as 
the Editor is, to those who give their efforts and talents to numismatic re- 
search and then incorporate the results in papers which they submit for 
possible publication. These men and women are few in proportion to the 
total membership but they are a mighty force for spreading the message of 
coin collecting. The Editor feels most humble in the presence of some of these 
numismatic scholars and is pleased that they chose The Numismatist as their 
medium of communication. 

The Editor thanks all who have made the 1958-1959 fiscal year such a 
good one in the annals of our magazine now in its seventy-second year, and 
expresses his gratitude to all contributors, A.N.A. officers and governors, club 
and regional officers, Advertising Manager S. W. Freeman, Messrs. Mayo and 
Howell of McCormick-Armstrong Co., and his good wife Jeannie.

REPORT OF THE CURATOR 

In the fiscal year 1958-1959 the Curator received a total of 94 coins and 
one medal for the A.N.A. Moritz Wormser Memorial Collection which is on 
permanent loan to The Smithsonian Institution, Washington, D. C., and is 
exhibited by it in the Numismatic Department. The Association’s acquisition 
numbers for these pieces are 2246 to 2340 inclusive, and a list of the items 
is attached. The coins have been forwarded to Dr. V. Clain-Stefanelli, Curator 
of Numismatics at the Smithsonian.

REPORT OF THE EDWARD T. NEWELL VISUAL 
EDUCATION COMMITTEE FOR 1958-59 

Your Committee is pleased to report that there were 315 slide set show- 
ings during the past year. This was an increase over the previous year and 
shows that this highly effective form of visual education is in continually 
increasing demand. With the expected early addition of several new slide 
sets, it is hoped that even more clubs will use this means of acquiring and 
disseminating numismatic knowledge. This number of showings, 315, may 
be compared with previous years’ figures as follows:

The most popular slide set was No. 17, “Coins with Special Significance.” 
This set was shown 33 times. The next most popular set, No. 3, “U. S. Types, 
Half Cents to Twenty Cents,” was shown 30 times.

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Mr. Cyrus H. Phillips, A.N.A. No. 10100, reports that the set of slides 
prepared for and on permanent loan to the Bank of America in California, 
is still being used in talks entitled “Historical Background of American 
Coinage.” This program, given before school and civic groups, is sponsored 
by the Bank of America. Inasmuch as Mr. Phillips’ last report, for the year 
ending June, 1956, appeared in the 1957 report of the A.N.A. Visual Education 
Committee, we are now including his report for the past three years, from 
July 1, 1956, to June 30, 1959.

This report shows that this set of slides is still being enthusiastically 
received by a wide audience. Mr. McRitchie, Vice President of the Bank of 
America, has asked your Committee Chairman to express again his apprecia- 
tion to the American Numismatic Association for the cooperation received in 
preparing and making available this slide set for the Bank of America. At 
Mr. McRitchie’s request, additional slides to be selected by Mr. Phillips, will 
be made available during the next few months in order to make the set even 
more interesting and informative. 

Your Committee has very much enjoyed working on many new slide sets 
during the past year. A report of the work undertaken during this period 
follows: 

The slide set on Korean coins which has been worked on most diligently 
by the past Chairman of the A.N.A. Visual Education Committee, Glenn 
Smedley, and Alan Craig, is nearing completion and is now at the photogra- 
phers. We hope that at least one set of these photographs may be completed 
by the time of this Convention. 

Orin Jennings plans to finish one set of slides and the lecture notes on 
“Coins of the Bible” by the end of August. Duplicate sets will then be made 
and the slide series on this popular subject will then be ready for use. 

Jack Koch has been working on a sound tape for slide set No. 10, 
“Confederate States of American Currency,” and plans to have this tape 
ready at the time of this Convention. It will then be available as an alternate 
method of presenting the lecture notes for this slide set. Heretofore, the 
lecture notes have been read. Should this sound tape be well received, it 
is planned to make this type of presentation available with other slide sets. 

Dr. John Lhotka expects to have the lecture notes for a slide set on 
Roman Republican coins ready by Labor Day. Dr. Lhotka is also assembling 
the necessary coins of which photographs will be made to accompany the 
lecture notes. This slide set promises to be of the same high calibre as the 
sets previously prepared by Professor Lhotka. 

M. Vernon Sheldon, along with J. D. Ferguson, is arranging to photograph 
the paper money of Canada so that a slide series on this subject will be 
available. Your Committee Chairman is also working toward getting the slide 
sets in order on Canadian coins and it is anticipated that the three slide sets 
on the coins and paper money of Canada will be ready during the coming 
year, with the decimal series available first. 

Mr. John Dunn, A.N.A. No. 25156, has prepared a short slide set entitled 
“Regular Issue Odd-Shaped Coins of the 20th Century.” The slides for this 
set and the preliminary lecture notes have been presented by your Visual 
Education Committee Chairman at a number of coin club meetings, both 
junior and senior, and have been very well received. While showing this 
set, a number of other odd-shaped coins of the 20th century were recalled 
and are being photographed. The lecture notes are being revised by Mr. 
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Dunn to include these additional pieces. Mr. Dunn has offered to the A.N.A., 
through the Visual Education Committee, one set of these slides and the 
lecture notes. On behalf of the A.N.A., your Visual Education Committee 
has accepted this offer. As soon as the new slides and the revised lecture 
notes are received from Mr. Dunn, duplicate slides and notes will be prepared. 
This slide set, because of the general nature of the subject, will be of special 
interest to beginning collectors, both young and old. 

Recently, fifteen new slide shipping cases were completed, due to the 
generosity of Mr. Philip J. More, of Evanston, Illinois, who donated his labor 
and power tools. The bill for materials has not been received as of this date 
and will therefore be reflected in next year’s Visual Education Committee 
costs. This Committee, on behalf of the A.N.A., wishes to take this opportunity 
to thank Mr. More for his time and effort spent on this very worthwhile 
project.

The club was host to a one day coin 
convention on August 9 at the Carrillo 
Hotel. Members distributed 1000 bulle- 
tins publicizing the “Coinarama,” and 
articles appeared in the local paper.

They were busy buying and selling, with 
a number of people coming in to have 
coins appraised. The event was an out- 
standing success, over 400 registered for 
the day. Among the many fine coins dis- 
played were a brilliant uncirculated 
1894-S dime owned by W. E. Johnson, 
and a 1879 $4.00 Stella with flowing hair, 
by Mrs. Edith Davis - Gwen Sentis, 
Secretary. 
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The Washington Numismatic Society 
was very fortunate in securing as the 
speaker for its August meeting Leland 
Howard. Assistant Director, Bureau of 
the U. S. Mint. Howard spoke on the 
operations of the mint and traced its 
history from the early days when the 
making of coins was largely a hand 
operation, to the present methods which 
are largely machine processes. He pointed 
out that the first step in making coins is 
producing the correct composition of 
metal which, for silver coins, would be 
developed in the form of a square or 
rectangular ingot weighing approxi- 
mately 450 pounds, which is then rolled 
out into a thin sheet of approximately 
the thickness of the coins to be made. 
The coin blanks are then punched out 
of this sheet and fed into the automatic 
presses containing the dies. These 
presses exert several tons of pressure 
and turn out the coins at the rate of 
more than 100 per minute. The coins 
are then placed in bags and distributed 
through the Treasury and the Federal 
Reserve Banks to the various commercial 
banks. Howard also explained how the 
new coins are first designed, how models 
about eight inches in diameter are made, 
then reduced in size by the use of special 
equipment to the actual coin size, which 
is then used In producing the actual dies 
for making the coins. He pointed out 
that the relief on the coins must not be 
raised above the edge in order that the 
coins will stack properly when in use. 
He answered many questions from mem- 
bers, but the principal points raised by 
the group had to do with the condition 
of the mint coins distributed to collectors 
by the Treasury Department. Howard 
said that the coins sold were not selected 
but were taken from stock so the con- 
ditions would be average. Several mem- 
bers stated that collectors would gladly 
pay more for selected coins if the Treas- 
ury would furnish them but Howard 
pointed out that this could lead to other 
problems which the Treasury was not 
equipped to handle. The Washington

After spending a good portion of this year acquiring and integrating a large stock of Colonial 
and Continental Paper Money, I am pleased to make my first offering of this material. 

The notes of Connecticut are quite scarce, in most cases being canceled, and very often in 
worn condition. In a good many instances, these notes were patched in colonial times by 
pasting a backing on the torn notes with whatever was handy at the moment. These backings 
are very often parts of contemporary newspapers, Bibles, almanacs, account records, etc., and 
are very interesting in themselves. In other cases, they were sewn together or pinned with 
contemporary pins. Though the condition of most of these notes can be greatly improved 
with a little care, and the use of Scotch Permanent Paper Tape No. 810, many collectors 
would prefer the notes in the original condition, so no attempt has been made to improve them.
